mult confefs I am obliged to difter 
from the Generality in their Clamour

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not but finile, to think how by it he 
has blown up hisown Caufe, ruin’d 
his own Party, deftroyed and difabled 
his Friends——and infinitcly for- 
warded, propagated and fecured the 
Caufe he would have deftroyed 
And really thcy that Defcnd him as 
their Champion, ought to Profecute 
him as a Traytor to their Party. 

And for this Reafon I am far from 
flying upon him with fo much Rage 
and Warmth as the World docs; the 
Man has donc us good, he has {erv’d 
us inany Ways, and many Ules we 
may make of it to our Advantage, i 
we pleafe, fuch as to warnus, to 

reuze 
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rouze us, to quicken our preventive 
Powers, and to open our blind Eyes 
to Things and to Men—by whom 
GOD knows this Nation has for 
many Years been horridly impos’d 
upon. ; 

Wherefore let me examine a little 
the Temper of the Age, and put 
‘ou in Mind how unjuftly you 

reat this Revercnd Dr. both in Print 
and Ditcourfe; and clearing up the 
Point of {erving Interefts, Limay foon 
let you fec, the Dr. and his Fricnds 
have ferved our Intcreft, not their 
own, and therefore {cems to merit 
better Ufage from us. 

I fhall pafs by all the Satyr ye are 
pleafed to let loofe upon the Reverend 
Doétor; for be it that he was a little 
Tranfported into fome things ye may 
call Indecencies ; The Scripture Rule 
is wcll known, that we ought not to 
rendcr Railing for Railing 
And therefore the Doétor, no doubt, 
did not expeét fucti Treatment. 

I fhall becin with your calling 
the Dcctor’s Sermon a feftitent Dit- 
courfe, and the {preading Malignity 
of it Now really, Gentlemen, 
in this I think you are very far out, 
1 bape ye will pardon the Expreffion ; 
and tho’ it be awrong Way of argu- 
ing to undertake Negatives, yet 
perhaps I may in the Sequel prove to 
your ov'n Satisfaction, that the Dr’s. 
Sermon had no Malignity in it, nor 
was it in the leaft Peftilential 
And as proving an Affrmative of a 
contrary Nature proves the Negative 
by Confequence, fo it 1 prove the 
Doétor’s Difcourfe honeft, feafonable, 
profitable, juft, and ufcful, I quefti- 
on net but you will ingenuoufly 
owne Ihave proved cftcctually, that 
itis neither ALslignant or Peffilential. 

But before 1 begin with this, I

was honelt No Man was de- 
ceived in his Expectation; I fay 
farther, they that invited him, no 
doubt knew what to expect, and did 
expel it, and forthat End invited 
him to preach, and therefore had he 
failed. of his Ordinary, it had not 
been honeft in him, he had deceived 
his Employers, not acted like himfelf; 
Nay, I tclieve I might Appeal to 
thefe Gentlemen who heard him, 
whether they did not expect what 
they found when they heard Dr 
Sacheverell was to preach, and if they 
would not have profeit themfelves: 
cheated and difappointcd, if they had 
vot had fuch a Sermon It is 
evident then the Scrmon was molt 
honeft and fincere, that it was 2 
Sermon preachd from the very Heart 
of the Minifter preaching; — sé/l woul 
it be with 15 all, if all the Goutlemer 
of the Gown with equak Sa 
preach’d what they believe, 
and heartily profes ast 
Doétor-has done. 
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f acknowledge many of the Reve- 
rend Clergy at this time aes be as 
hearty in their Wifhes as this Gentle- 
man ; but they do not ff Deak it out fo 
honeftly, fuch plain Englifh; they arc 
fo infeéted with that poifonous Drug 
called Modefty, that they mince 
Matters, and do not {peak home as 
the Do¢tor does - Indeed I can- 
not but think it would be much 
better for all Sides, if they would 
all {peak out plainly, and without 
Difguitc Then the World would 
know what they mean They 
would not need to be put upon by 
any more Shorte/# Ways, and fuch Ex- 
politors as D, F. to explain their 
Meaning; The Dy. has been one 
ye may fce that dares be honelt, and 
{pcak what he thinks. 

Next, I fay what the Doctor has 
faid in his Sermon was molt Seafon- 
able, and to this I may joyn the 
Heads I had feparated, viz. Ufeful, 
Profitable, &c. and to make it out, I 
fhall enquire how it is Seafonable, 
Ufeful and Profitable.
